X-RAY INTENSIFYING SCREENS 


Intensifying screens are an absolute requirement in the roentgenographic laboratory. They make it possible to pro- 
duce negatives of the heavier parts in one-fourth to one-fifth the time required where they are not used. This means 
much less strain on the X-ray tube, as well as less consumption of line current. For the benefit of users, all the better 
known brands of intensifying screens are listed. All intensifying screens must be kept clean. 


BUCK Intensifying Screens 


Present day progress in radiography is rapidly pointing toward the use of screens of different speeds for the pur- 


pose of securing the best possible results. Heavily coated screens of extreme speed are indispensable for use with 


heavy patients or with low powered equipment or for the purpose of arresting motion, but such screens do not pro- 
duce the best detail or definition. Extremity work, where speed is not an important factor, should be done with screens 
of fine definition. This is often of particular value in the case of fractures. Fine detail in chest work is also of great 
importance, even though the exposure must necessarily be increased. 

For this reason, it is advisable to equip the X-ray laboratory with screens of medium speed and definition, using 
special screens where extreme speed or extreme definition is desired. 

' BUCK Xtra-Speed Screens should be used wherever it is necessary to reduce the length of exposure as much as 
possible. 3 | 

BUCK Mid-Speed Screens will be found very satisfactory for all general purpose work, where extreme speed or 
extreme definition is not of particular importance. 

BUCK Definition Screens will prove most desirable where fine definition is of more im- 
portance than the length of exposure.

DENTAL FILM HOLDERS 


In order to obtain satisfactory radiographs of the teeth it is very important that the film be placed and 
held in such a manner as to conform to the curvature of the patient’s mouth, and at the same time present as 
near as possible a flat plane on which to project the radiographic image of the teeth, thereby overcoming 


distortion. The use of a dental film holder will greatly overcome the possibility of the patient moving dur-
